Connecticut forestry. 


A forest tract of about one thousand 


acres-com prises Connecticut's modest 
beginning of what may become a great 
system of state forestry. The land is 
mainly in sprout growth and costs less 
than $2 per were. Jt is just such laud 
as can be had in any amount through- 
out the hilly parts of the northeastern 
elates. Laud not usually much valued 
by the present owner because of the 
long wait needed to secure another 
timber crop, yet which sells In Hie 
neighborhood of $100 |K.'r acre when 
covered 40 years later with a second 
growth of chestnut or oilier market- 
able timber. 


In some ways stale ownersliln is best, 


since the views of private owners are 
likely to lw too short-sighted to plan 
wisely for values which msy not be 
retched for 25 lo 60 years. 
In some

Hut for the waste lands not in vprout 


growth probably much could be done 
without slate owneri-hip. Thet'ouuecli- 
cut state forester as»ert» that about 
oue quarter of the total area of the 
state "in nearly worthless land which 
Is gradually comiuii up to grey birch, 
pilch pine aud juniper." Farmers in 
other states will recognize this dtuciip- 
tlon as applying to immeuae areas of 
run-out pasture laud In New England. 
This laud will uot again yield pastur- 
age without heavy expense for re- 
claiming It, and most Is so thinly aud 
poorly seeded with trees that'the first 
timber growth will be of uo especial 
value. To start a really valuable crop 
on rich laud would vastly Increase tb* 
resources of every eastern state, and 
the Importance warrants state help. 
Owners-are freely offered state Instruc- 
tion aud.-advice. For a lima, at least, 
new planted forest laud should be ex- 
empt from taxation. 


Iu tome localities, youug seedling 


pfues and other desirable forests varie- 
ties are uot so easy to get, aud planting 
would uo doubt be encouraged should 
the state supply tbe trees to intending 
planters. Such aid might often be just 
tbe iuducemeut needed to start the 
work of Improvement. The mau who 
receives a lot of nice, thrifty trees will 
almost always set them out. 


At the same time a campaign of edu- 


catiou is ueeded to show how fast good 
tlmberlaud is gaining iu value aud bow 
much more valuable waste lauds be- 
cornea eveu a few years after planting. 
Forestry iu America in oue of the iu- 
fant industries which will need con- 
siderable uurslug at the start, but 
whicb may be able to give a good ac- 
count of itself after a few years, more 
or lees, of American enterprise.—Amer- 
ican Cultivator. 


GimrcA Asumbly. 


The principal business in the State 


Legislature this week has been the con- 
sideration of tne general appropriation 
bill which bus beeu before the House 
for 
several 
days. 
Representative 


Rattey, lne.Democrattc leader, has op- 
posed many of the items of tbe bill, 
whicb has occasioned considerable de- 
lay but bas no other result. 


In the Senate ou Tuesday Senator 


McKeuua's bill to abolish the State Re- 
turning Board was considered, that 
Senator speaking iu favor of the bill. 
It was Indefinitely postponed. The 
House passed au act giving au extra 
assistant to tbe Attorney Qeueral and 
there was also introduced iu the House 
an uct iu amendment of the police 
commission bill for the city of Provi- 
dence, giving the power of appointment 
of the members of the commission to 
the mayor with the approval of the 
board of aldermen. The uct t > pay the 
bill' of A. C. Lander* & Son for deuo- 
riiting the Court House in Newpuit for 
Old Home \Veck bus been passed iu 
concurrence. 


On Wednesday the cousiderutiou of 


the appropriation bill began iu the 
House. .Representative Raltey was ac- 
tive iu Ills objection to mauy of the 
items but till were passed as leported. 
Among the iteuifi to which he took ex- 
ception were the appropriations for the 
Railroad Couiiuissiouer aud bis assist- 
ant; for clerical assistance for the State 
Returning Board; for clerks of'commit- 
tees; for publishing the public laws iu 
tlie newspapers of the State; for the 
State Institutions; for the State Board 
of Agriculture. Wheu the appropria- 
tion for the militia came up there was 
considerable discussion about tbe inde- 
pendent companies of the State, their 
record being defended by Representa- 
tive Allen iu opposition to Representa- 
tive Crafts of Westerly. 


Ou Thursday the House resumed its 


consideration of tbe appropriation bill 
aud Mr. Rattey resumed his objections. 
He remonstrated against the appropri- 
ations for tbe expenses of the Bureau 
of Industrial Statistics; for expenses of 
the Railroad Commissioner, and for 
expenses of the State Returning Board. 
He also moved to refer the whole bill 
back 
to the finance committee for 


further consideration, but his motion 
was uot carried. The bill was theu 
passed by the House.

condition of the soldiers was immeas- 
urably better thuu ii him been since. 
We are assured that the s.tmu lesti- 
uiouy is given by citizens at every 
army [.ost in the country. 


Give the men their pom clubs again, 


where they are iu tueaESOciuliou ol gen- 
tlemen. Uive them their library aud 
reading-room, and recreation again. 
Give them the light wines and ueer 
tbat satisfy Iheir appetite for the social 
glass, aud keep them away t'r >iu the 
distilled liquors that are poisoned to in- 
crease tbe prolits of theii sale. 


The cuairmuu of the military com- 


mittee bas been a soldier aud many of 
Its members have seen military service 
They know bow entirely impracticable 
and impossible are the expectations of 
the people who light the canteen ou 
prohibition principles. They know he 
must have the opportunity for reason- 
able indulgence or,he will Hud a way 
for unreasonable indulgence.

"The moat violent 
disturbance* will be In the southern 
province* amd will endanger all foreign 
interests. 


"Americans within the son* of the

pressed that we are on the alert and teat 
we mean business our interests will be 
secure.

world, which were made possible only 
by the advocates of woman suffrage 
They grasp eagerly the opportunity 
that would uot yet have been open t( 
them except for the advance agents o 
woman suffrage, and most unthink- 
ingly denounce the very forces that 
to-day give them and theirs their dully 
bread. An opponent of woman suf- 
frage worked with great zeal in North 
Cihicago a few years since lo displace a 
school commieisiimer whom she be- 
lieved incompetent to lill the ollicc. 
She rushed her carriage lo see Ihe wo- 
n a i voters to gain the eud sought and 
was successful, and at her next club 
meeting declared herself opposed to 
woman suffrage as though ii were the 
plague.

man suffrage, let us ask could women 
do worde than has been done by men, 
and meu alone, in our governmental 
afl'airn? The real trouble m my opiu 
ion id tbut we buve not built upon a 
plumb Inundation.

sequently it topples, it id defective in 
every beam and joint. For our part 
we arc ready for suffrage. 
We desire 


to register our opinion aguiuat the in- 
justice and Irregularities und dishonest 
business methods of our day. To tbe 
timid and fearful, to the frightened 
and conservative—sit down and write 
all the objections you cau think of 
against womau biiflrage aud apply the 
same oojectious to male suffrage, aud 
you will learn that there Is uo object- 
lion aguiust oue sex that will uot apply 
with equal force against the other.

DNE PASSENGER KILLED 


Pacific Express Train Wrecked 
e In Ita Iroad Y:ud at Boston 


Boston, Feb. 18.—The Pacific express 


train on the Boston and Albany division 
of the New York Central system which 
left the Soulu L'uioii station for Chi 
cago and tue west via Buffalo at fc 
o'clock last uight was wrecked in th« 
Huutiugiou avenue yard, about a mile 
from the terminal. 
One person was 


killed, five were seriously hurt, and 
several others sustained minor 
in- 


juries. 


The accident occurred at 8:1O nt a 


point where the railroad widens from 
a two-track to a four-track road and 
was caused by the express side-wiping 
a train, of empty passenger coaches at a 
switch.
